COMMISSIONER OF HIGHWAYS. 



The undersigned lierewith presents a Btatcment of the 
receipts and expenditures from Feb. 1 to Dec. 31, 1881. 
Owing to the long and unbroken vinter, and the snow-storms 
which accompanied it, the severest we have had for twenty 
years, also the heavj fall rains, a larger outlay upon our 
roads and streets lias been necessitated than for several years 
past. We have added materially to the property of the city 
by the purchase of a Btone-<;rusher, engine, and building for 
the same, and a street-sweeper, at an expense of three thou- 
Band dollars. Tlie undertaking of this new enterprine, for 
the purpose of macadamizing our streets, has added consid- 
erable extra expense ; but we believe the streets that have 
been macadamized have proved satisfactory to our people, 
and the coming year we shall be able to do much more and 
show a greater improvement to our streets than we have 
the past.

CITY REGISTR.\R OF VITAL STATISTICS. 



To the aty Council: 

Gentlemen : The Revised Ordinances of the city, Chapter 
XV, making the city clerk Registrar of Vital Statistics, re- 
quiring that he shall keep a full record of all births and 
deaths, and issue permits for burials, has been complied 
vitli, so far as the returns have been received, with the fol- 
lowing result: 

Whole number of births for 1881, 273, not including 11 
still-births ; — males, 149 ; females, 121. Born in Ward 1, 
87 ; Ward 2, 6 ; Ward 3, 16 ; Ward 4, 79 ; Ward 5, 43 ; 
Ward 6, 69 ; Ward 7, 23. In January, 17 ; February, 14 ; 
March, 19 ; \ipril, 21 ; May, 26 ; June, 19 ; July, 26 ; 
August, 32 ; September, 24 ; October, 26 ; Kovember, 27 ; 
December, i2 ;— total, 278. 

Nationality of parents : Fathers born in the United States, 
174, of which number liO were natives of Concord ; mothers 
born in the United States, 196, of which number 59 were 
Datives of Concord ; fathers foreign born, 94 ; mothers 
foreign born, 73. Four mothers gave birth to twins, one 
of which was still-born. 

Mnmber of intentions of marriage recorded for the year 
1881, 118, being 13 less than 1880, and 39 less than 1879. 
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The returns of marriages solemnized are incomplete ; 
anything like a correct report cannot be given at the prea- 
ent time.

The remains of 66 were carried out of tlie city for burial, 
and 28 were brought to the city for the same purpose, mak- 
ing tlie whole number of interments 233, as follows : In 
Blossom Hill cemetery, 101 ; Old cemetery.

Of the total number of deaths, 203 were of persons born 
in the United States, of which number 92 were natives of 
Concord, and 86 were foreign born.

The change in the municipal year makes my report em- 
brace one month less than a full year. During that time I 
can safely say that there have been fewer calls upon me 
than any year since I hare had the honor to occupy this 
position. I do not believe that there is another place in 
this state, of the same number of inhabitants, wliere the 
poor are managed so cheaply as in tliis city, and particularly 
as regards medical attendance. It must be tliat the very 
class that would, in the natural order of events, seem most 
liable to need medical aid, are remarlcably free fi'om disease, 
or else our pliysicians do a considerable amount of gratui- 
tous work ; in either case au event no doubt appreciated by 
the tax-payers. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

The whole number cared for has been thirteen ; average 
number nine and a fraction. One inmate has died : a 
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Toman who wsb admitted November 9, 1880, died Septem- 
ber 14, 1881. 

The same good care and attention which has been shown 
the inmates in previoua years haa continued, and I believe 
that all have been aa comfortable as the circumstances 
would permit. 

I must call attention again to the buildings that are occu- 
pied. They have long since passed their usefulness, and 
are not such as the capital of the state should support. 

VACCINATION. 

We have an ordinance that forbids scholars entering the 
public schools until they have been vaccinated, and pro- 
Tides that the city physician shall vaccinate any who are too 
poor to pay therefor. The present epidemic of small pox 
in the country haa brought tliis ordinance more forcibly be- 
fore the public. The secretary of the Board of Education 
caused the ordinance to be printed and circulated among^ 
the schools : the result has been a most general vaccina- 
tion. At this writing only seventy-five have been vacci- 
nated at the expense of the city. 

Tlie wisdom of this law will commend itself to every 
intelligent person, I am sure, and should be enforced every 
year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 



To the City Council: 

Twenty complaintB haro beea presented to us in regular 
form. The nature of them has been, — 

Sink-drains unconnected with sewers, . . 6 

Uncleansed privies, 6 

Filthy hog-pens, 5 

Filthy stables, 3 

Our people are intelligent, and we are sure do not desire 
a nuisance about their buildings: for this reason none have 
been brought before the court. In almost every case, those 
complained of have willingly followed our advice. Only in 
a very few instances has it been necessary to serve a written 
notice. 

The usual number of verbal complaints have been made 
to individual members of the board. Although not accord- 
ing to law, we have tried to remedy any evil by suggestions, 
which have been very generally accepted, thus making a 
formal complaint unnecessary. 

We must renew our recommendation made last year, that 
an ordinance be passed by your honorable body forbidding 
the keeping of cattle and swine in the compact part of the 
city during the summer months. 

We are well aware that our general statutes are very 
broad now, and give health officers a large share of author- 
ity ; but this must come upon complaint, a hearing had, 
very likely an appeal to the courts, and a long process be- 
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gnn. We muat confess we have not desired to enter into 
any such proceeding. 

An ordinance passed at once, that cattle and swine should 
not be kept in the compact part of the city from the twen- 
tieth of May to tlie twentieth of Ootolwr, would give plenty 
of time for all who do keep such to prepare for the coming 
season. 

WATER BDPPLT. 

No city has purer water than this. Surely, nine tenths 
of our people within the water supply, — the larger share of 
our population, — use the water from the main source. 

We have heard no complaint aa to quality. Will this 
always be so? It must be remembered, tliat just as the 
water enters the main pipe, it is delivered to the conaumer. 
It ia a question how much the practice of making Long 
pond a resort for bathers and boat excursionists in summer 
contributes to keep the supply pure and healthy. 



Tliia city has now invested in sewers aeTenty-five thoo- 
sand dollars. We believe we have a very complete system. 
Economy demands that they should be properly cored for. 
Our very efficient superintendent of streets eees to it that 
the man-holes and cesspools are kept cleaned out, and that 
all private drains are connected in such a manner as not to 
injure the sewers ; but nothing is done to protect the iudi- 
vidual beyond the licensing of drain-layers. Too often such 
have very crude ideas about the soil-pipe's connection with 
the house. The result is, the very thing that is intended as 
an aid to the people becomes an evil. 

Some one person, who is well versed in sewer construc- 
tion and tlieir management, should have charge of all our 
Bewers,and should be held responsible for them. He should 
allow no person to receive a license as a drain-layer who is 
not properly instructed in soil-pipe connection with the 
dwelling, viz., ventilation, traps, &c. Such a person should 
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not only inetruct drain-layers, but ehonld see that his ad- 
vice is followed. 

We are sure such a large amount of property, and such 
peculiar property ag sewers, cannot be properly looked after 
except by one thoroughly competent. With an increased 
water supply soon to be had, pipes should be so arranged 
that by the raising of a gate our sewers could be flushed. 
This should be done regularly. 

Yentilation of sewers is a matter of the greatest impoi^ 
tance. How can this best be done ? First, every soil pipe 
should be of itself a ventilator ; perforated covers for the 
man-holes, and the removal of every trap from off the cess- 
pools. Let me remind you that the traps placed at the 
entrance of the cesspools about half the time do not work. 
Something deranges them. Wlieu this is so, largo quan- 
tities of sewer gas will escape ; while if they all were off, 
together with the man-holes arranged as suggested, so little 
would escape from each that by mingling with the sur- 
rounding atmosphere no harm could come from any. 

VITAL STATISTICS. 



Whole number of deaths among residents, . 240 

Population, 14,000 

Death-rate per thousand, .... 17.07 

Tlie registrar in his tables gives the whole number of 
deaths in different wards as 239. We have included the 
one death at the almshouse, which makes the total just the 
same number as last year. But the number of still-births 
was only 11, while last year it was 15. In Glass I, we find 
cholera infantum at the head of the list. Two occurred in 
June, eleven in July, two each in August and September. 
In ClasB 11, there are five from cancer and one from scrofula. 
Very indefinite. Order H. Consumption has had 34, while 
last year tliere were 37. Class III, Order I — there were

three from convtilaiona, vhich occurred in infants. While 
tlie vhole of Order III vaa from dtseaciea of the lungs, all 
bat two vere acute, pneumonia having 40; — seven m 
January ; five in February ; seven in March ; six in April ; 
five in May; five in June ; one in July; one in August; 
one in September ; one in October ; and one in November. 
Deaths occurred from Uiis cause iu every month in the year 
except December. 

We find notliing very mentiona))le further until we come 
to the last class, — " unknown, two," which is honest. It is 
much more creditable to put down as not knowing what 
caused death, tlian it is to use some very indefinite term. 
Tumor two; congestion one; childbirth one ; asphyxia one. 
These last, to place it mild, are not intelligent. 

The one case of infanticide was of a full-term female 
child found in the reservoir. It was evidently born alive. 
We would notice that 57 deaths occurred under 6 years of 
age, and 46 over 70 years. 

We will say our undertakers have taken much pains to 
comply with the law, and we feel quite sure that our total 
of deatlis is correct. 

Physicians have, as a general rule, been quite prompt in 
making the certificate of death. It must be remembered 
that they are required by law to do this ; and it should 
always be done as soon after death as possible, in order to 
save tlie undertaker trouble. While the cause of death has 
been in most cases clear to the registrar, there is still a 
chance for more complete clearness. 



Two hundred and seventy-three living births is a very 
good showing, compared with the deaths, which, including 
still'birtbs, wore only 251. We believe that tliis year our 
total of births has been very correct. Physicians and mid- 
wives have been very prompt in making returns, and in 
some cases have reported those that they have learned of 
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that occurred without attendance. We would suggest that, 
as the return of birtha is to be made witliin six days, if a 
little more care were exercised the name of the child would 
appear more often in the certificate. Wliile for our tables 
the number and sex are the most important, to make the 
record valuable iu years to come the iiame should be in tlie 
certificate. 



We desire to call attention to the fact that at least there 
should be a building somewhere, of easy access, tliat could 
be used in case small-pox should occur among us. If 
tlie city had a proper place, ho one would object to being 
removed from his home, and thus save exposing the other 
members of the household.

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PUBLTC LIBRARY. 



REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 

To the City Council: 

Tlie trustees of the public library present their report for 
the year ending Jan. 31, 1882. Accompanying are reports 
of the librarian and treasurer, from which may be obtained 
the financial and present condition of the library, now num- 
bering 8205 volumes. 

The librarian alludes to a decrease in the number of per- 
sona who liave used the library, and gives reasonable expla- 
nation for this declension. Tlic same falling away is no- 
ticed and mentioned in most of the libraries in the country. 
The trashy current reading matter of the day is f uniislied 
at 80 low a rate that it can be possessed by most any person. 
Your trustees, concluding not to pander to the appetite for 
low fiction, have ceased to provide it, and prefer to expend 
the city's money in the purchase of books of a substantial 
and profitable cliaracter fur old and young, and leave tho 
lower class of boolcs to be obtained by personal purchase, if 
wanted. Therefore a class of persons who seek only the 
lower grades of literature have partially ceased to call for 
books. 

Among other additions to the library is that of a superior 
globe, upon which are shown the later geographical discov- 
eries, the ocean currents, so far as known, and tlie thermal 
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lines, or currents of heat. These are iutereeting studies. 
It is valuable to understand the seeming discrepancies in 
temperature to be found on the same latitudes, in tlie var 
rious sections of this country, and in other parts of the 
vorld, and tlie influence of ocean streams tovai'd producing 
these variations. 

Near the close of 1881, Mr. P. S. Crawford tendered liis 
resignation as librarian, to take effect Jan. 81, 1882. From 
its commencement, nearly twenty-five years, he has had 
charge of the library. In these years the library has grown 
from small beginnings to tlie number of volumes above re- 
ported. To his judicious labor tlie city owes much for the 
meritorious selection of books for the library. During 
these years the most pleosaut relations have existed between 
him and the board of trustees, and with the patrons of 
the library. The trustees hereby personally assure him of 
their appreciation of liis devotion to the public interests in 
this oflicial capacity. In accepting Mr. Crawford's resigna- 
tion, the following resolution was unanimously adopted, and 
entered upon the library records : 

Whereas, Frederick S. Crawford has volnntarily resigned the 
office of librarian of the public library of Concord, — therefore 

Jietolced, That the trustees hereby record tjieir most hearty 
appreciation of the faithful services of Mr. Crawford, rendered to 
the city through a period of nearly twenty-five years of devoted 
and arduous work in the city library. 

Mr. Daniel F. Secomb was chosen to fill said vacancy, 
to enter upon his duties Feb. 1, 1B82. 

The board also voted to classify, rearrange, and re-cata- 
logue the library, and chose Rev. L. Q. Barrett secretary of 
the board, with authority to inaugurate these and other 
changes, with the coiipcration of the librarian. It is pro- 
posed to reorganize the library and make it conform to the 
most approved methods of classification, and introduce 
another method for delivering and returning books. Other 
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improTements are contemplated, to make the library of 
greater value to its readers. 

The trustees hereby express their thanks to all persoDS 
who have contributed books to the library, and they bo- 
licit future favors. 

A LIBRABY BDILDINO NEEDED. 

Tlie library has nearly out-grown its present apartments. 
The city is decidedly in need of a suitable and judiciously 
located building to contain its present library, and such 
books as may be added to it in the yeara to come. This 
has long been a want. Had the city possessed such a build- 
ing, the trustees feel assured that large donations of money 
would long ago have been received from citizens, and sous 
abroad, to extend the library's usefulness. Until such a 
building is provided by the city, your trustees feel that they 
cannot expect any considerable aid from her citizens. But 
two bequests of money have ever been made to the city, in 
trust, the annual income to be expended for the purchase of 
books, — namely, the Or. Parker Lyon and Franklin Pierce 
funds, each $1,000. Mr. Pierce's bcquent would liave been 
(5,000, had the city possessed a suitable and conven- 
iently located building in which to deposit, with reasonable 
safety, the volumes the income of his donation would annual- 
ly buy. This difference in amount, lost for the past fourteen 
years, and for coming time, would have provided a valuable 
library of itself. 

But this amount is not all that has been virtually rejected 
through indifference to the needs of the city for a library 
building. Ill the early days of the establishment of this 
library, a son of Concord, holding a great affection for the 
place of his nativity, and being a frequent visitor to it, pro- 
posed to donate a liaudnome sum of money, the annual 
interest of which to go to the purchase of books for the 
library, on condition that the city would provide a suitable 
library building. No such building has been furnished ; 
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therefore the proposed gift has never been received. Anoth- 
er pecuniary loss for the past years! But what of its future? 
The man still lives, and donbtless awaits opportunity to tes- 
tify liis love for the place of his birth. What other city or 
town would not have striven to secure such offers? 

Tliere are other citizens of Concord who avowedly stand 
ready to donate funds on similar conditions. It is not 
for want of friends that funds have been withheld to 
largely increase the stock of valuable books for the use of 
this people. Enterprise on the city's part has been the 
lack. To make amends for the past,aud with proper regard 
to the future, the tax-payera of the city are now appealed to, 
through their representatives in the city councils. May 
they not properly bo importuned to supply this need this 
year of 1882 ? No other great enterprise seems to appear 
in the year's horizon to demand especial attention. This 
one seems now to be preeminent It is believed that no 
other place in New England, of the population, wealth, and 
conspicuous position of Concord, has done so little to pro- 
vide educational facilities in this direction. Eveit small 
towns of less than half Concord's wealth and population, id 
this and other New England states, have elegant and sub- 
stontiol library buildings, with superior libraries therein. 
This city cannot afford to remain longer in the background. 

Concord is well provided with churches, school-Iiouaes, 
and other public buildings, with pure aqueduct water, sew- 
age, good highways, bridges, fire apparatus and buildings, 
fire alarms, railway privileges, etc. These are already at- 
tained. But she has little to bo pointed to with pride for a 
library and reading-room. The city seems to lack little 
that pertains to amusement, comfort, convenience, culture, 
education, luxury, and protection. But this one thing she 
does lack to make her the peer of other communities of 
equal size and wealth. 

The supplying of this need is now asked. Let it not be 
granted in a niggardly manner, but with a conception 
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worthy of the state capital. A Memorial Library/ Build- 
ing' is sought, suitable for the reception of all books for & 
century, witli accommodations for portraits, statuary, or 
other methodB of commemorating tho services of her dis- 
tiDguIslied soldiers and citizens. No better monument could 
be erected for memorial purposes. None other would be 
needed. Such & memorial would be better than bronze or 
stoue.

On account of the small patronage that was extended to

CITY SOLICITOR. 



To the City Council : 

Tlie suit of John F. Edgerly and Wife v. Concord has 
made soma progress since my lost report. At the October 
term, 1881, the facts in the case were agreed upon by the 
parties, and the case was transferred to the Law Term. At 
the Pecember Law Term an order was made for briefs, un- 
der the rule. It is impossible to tell just when the case 
will be decided. 

The suit of Ann O. Currier v. Concord is in the same 
condition as when I made my report one year ago. 

The suit of George W. Wadlcigh it. Concord was tried 
by the jury at the April term, 1881, and resulted in a ver- 
dict against the city for $200. This amount, together with 
the costs, has been paid to Mr. Wadleigh by the city, and 
this is the end of the case. 

Tlie petition of Lyman D. Stevens, trustee, for the abate- 
ment of certain taxes, was tried at the April term, 1881. 
The decision of the court was in favor of the city, and the 
case has been settled in accordance with the findings of the 
court. 

November 5, 1881, the city brought a suit against the 
town of Warner, to recover certain money paid by said city 
for the support of one Abbie E. Carter, a pauper, who has 
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a Bettlement in said tovn of Warner. The writ ia returna- 
ble at the Apri] term, 1882. 

December 17, 1881, Lydia W. Clough, of Bow, filed a pe- 
tition in the supreme court, prejing that she may be per- 
mitted to file her claim for damages, which nbe claims to 
have received by reason of stepping into a hole in the side- 
walk on the east side of Main street, opposite the store of 
Flanders & Emmons, in said Concord, on the 22d day of 
June, 1881, whereby she sustained severe injuries, as she 
claims. The amount of damages claimed is 412,000. It will 
be heard at the April term, 1882. 

The suits of Edgerly and Currier t>. Concord, and Con- 
cord V. Warner, and the petition of Lydia W. Clough, are 
all the cases now in court in which the city is a party.

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CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT. 



To the Board of Aldermen : 

I hereby present my report for the eleven months ending 
Dec. 31, 1881. The report contains a record ol the fires, 
together with an estimate of tlie losses and insurance on the 
same. The report also contains a full list of the ofiicera 
and members of the different organizations compoeing the 
Concord Fire Department, the number and location of the 
hydrants, and the location of the &re-alarm boxee. We have 
been fortunate in escaping any serious conilagrationB, and 
vith the exception of the fire at the works of the Page Belt- 
ing Company, on April 5th, the' losses have been slight. 

Six hundred feet of hose have been added to our equip- 
ment, and everything has been kept in as good condition as 
possible. Some new hose will be needed the coming year, 
to replace hose that is more than t.wenty years old, and is 
nnaafe to use owing to its extreme age. 

I would also call your attention to the need of some new 
ladders to replace old ones that have become unsafe, and 
nearly worthless. 

The electric fire-alarm continues to work satisfactorily, 
but I would respectfully urge your honorable body to make 
renewed efforts to get a striker put on the city's bell on the 
board of trade building. 

I wish to take this opportunity to tender my thanks to 
the mayor and the committee on fire department for their 
willing support in every measure designed to promote the 
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efficiency of tlie department. Also, to the assistant en- 
gineers, and officer and members of the entire force, m; 
thanks are due for their prompt and willing attention to 
dut; at all times.

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CONCORD FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

For the purpose of unifonnity in □umbering the fire-alum boxes, Om 
city is divided into four districts, tiz., — 

District 1. Embraces thst secttoD of the city north uid west of 
Waahington street, box 17 of this dirision being located on tbe aouih ude 
of the street. 

District 2. Embraces all betnees School and WaahingtoD streets. 

District 3. Embraces all betireen Pteasaat and Schaol streets. 

District 4. Embraces all south of Pleasant street. 

The first figure of the box number will indicate (lie district, 

SPECUl, NOTICB. 

The fact that an alarm-box is located near their residences, and the 
places where the keys arc kept, should be known to all persons, both male 
and female ; and tbe simple manner of giving an alarm, in esse of fire, 
should be a matter of common education. The Committee on Fire De- 
partment recommend to all persons who may see this notice, that tiey 
make the necessary inquiries, to enable them, in case of need, either to 
get die key and pull the box, or to direct others to do so. 

In case of fire, follow these 

DntEcriONS. 

Get the key to the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box, pall down the brass hook oace only, and let go. This 
will set the clock-work of the box in motion, and the alarm will 
be given on all the bells connected by wire. Suppose box 25 has been 
pulled; the blows upon the bells will be given thus : 1 — 1 (two blows), 
then a pause of four or five seconds, and then 1 — 1 — I — 1 — 1 (five blows), 
mnkiDg 25, then a pause of about fifteen seconds. This is repreated four 
times. If this is not considered sufficient, another pull of the hook will 
give the alarm four times more. 

CAUTION TO PBRSONS HOLDIMO aiOVAL KEYS. 

1. Never open the box or tonch the apparatus except in case of fire. 
3. Never sound the alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 

3. Be reasonably sure tiiere is a fire before sounding the alann. 

4. Never give an alarm for a chimney fire unless there is imminent 
danger of the building catching. 

5. Never give an alarm from any other than the box nearest the fire. 

6. If possible, always give the alarm yourself. 

7. Never allow your key in tbe hands of untrustworthy persons. 

8. If you remove from your house or place of business, return the kej 
to the chief engineer without delay.

1. Steamer Kearsarge, when alarms are rung Id from boxes 23, 24, 26, 
S4, 36, 42, 48, and 46, will hiteh up and hold themselves in readiness until 
called to the fire, or dismissed. The signal to proceed to the fire will be 
one stroke of the bells ; the signal of dismissal, two strokes. 

■2. Alarms rung in from boxes 41, 42, 43, 45, and 46, wiU not be re- 
sponded to by the Alert Hose until signalled. The signal to proceed to 
the fire will be a second alarm ; the signal of dismissal, three strokes of 
thebeUs. 

3. Alarms rung in from boxes 16, 16, 17, 18, and 23, will not be n- 
■ponded to by Good-Will Hose until signalled. They will be govemed 
by the same signals as the Alert Hose.

Article 1. Any engine or hose company, running ont » 
line of liose from a liydrant or steamer, shall he entitled to 
the pipe, altliotigli the liose of otiier companies may be at~ 
tached in order to reach tlio fire; and any company coming 
to a fire, and finding an incomplete line of hose laid out from 
a hydrant or steamer, sliall attacii to and lengthen out such 
line, ill lieu of laying a line of its own. 

Art. 2. When two or more engine or ho3e companies are 
playing in a continuous line, the pipe shall belong to the 
company attaching to the hydrant or steamer, as provided in 
tlie foregoing article ; but any company furnisliing the entire 
line, and receiving water from a steamer, the pipe shall be- 
long to such company so receiving. 

Art. S. Each engine and hose company shall have equal 
daim to the hydrants ; but it ia enjoined upon the engine 
companies to draught their own water from a reservoir^ 
wlierever a suitable one can be found within a reasonable 
distance. 

Art. 4. No company shall take possession of a hydrant or 
reservoir, unless their hose and apparatus for attaching to 
the same are at liatid and ready for use. The company 
wliich shall be thus ready shall be entitled to such hydrant 
or reservoir ; but, upon the order of an engineer, another 
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company may attacb a second line of lioae from such lijdrant 
or steamer, in case the same may be necessary, — such cam- 
paiij Iiaving first laid its hose, and being ready to attach the 
game. 

Art. 6. In proceeding to, working at, or returning from 
fires, noisy demonstrations are strictly prohibited, and it ia 
required of oflicerB of companies to maintain perfect order 
and decorum in their respective commonds during all suuh 
service. 

Art. 6. No company, while returning from a fire, will be 
allowed to proceed foster than a walk, and at all times to 
keep on the right of the street. Drivers are strictly enjoined, 
in proceeding to a fire, to use the utmost care and caution 
consistent with promptness. Racing between companies is 
forbidden, under any circumstances. Any collision or cas- 
ualty occurring to Iiorses or apparatus will be conflidered a 
sufficient cause for the suspension of the driver in charge at 
the time. 

Art. 7. No member of any company shall leave the city 
wilhout first informing his foreman ; no foreman or asHistanfi 
engineer, without first notifying t)ie chief engineer, — in each 
case the party so leaving providing a substitute. 

Art. 8. In case of fire, the foreman first arriving shall be 
in command until the arrival of an engineer. 

Art. 9. Any order issued by the chief, or an assistant en- 
gineer, shall be promptly obeyed.

Walebb School Fond. TIhb fund was a legacy of i.BiAL 
Walkee. WUl dated Jan. S, 1855. "To the City of Con- 
cord aforesaid I give and bequeath one tliousand dollars, id 
trust, to be added to the school fund of said city, the in- 
terest whereof to be divided in due proportion among all 
the districts in the city at the time the dividend takes place, 
to be paid over to said city in one year after my decease." 
The amount of this fund is 9^1^00, and is invested in a note 
of that sum of the Concord City Precinct, due in 1895. 

Lton Le»act is from G. Pabebb LroH. Will dated 
Jan. 23, 1865. "I give and bequeath to the city of Con- 
cord, in the county of Merrimack, in trust, for the increase 
of the free public library of said city, the annaal income 
thereof only to be annually expended in the purchase of 
books fof said public library, the sum of one thousand doU 
lars." One precinct note of $1,000, interest 6 per cent., 
due 1896. 

PiBRCB LsoACT is from Fbanslin Piebcb, ex-President 
of the United States. Will dated Jan. 22, 1868. " 16th. 
To the city of Concord I give and bequeath, in trust, for the 
' Concord Public Library,' one thousand dollars, the interest 
of said sum to be expended annually in the purchase of 
books, and the principal to remain as a perpetual fund for 
tlie object indicated." One city bond of 91,000, due 1885. 

ConiTTBSS Romford Lboact is from the CouNTBas or 
RuMPOBD. Will dated Nov. 10, 1852. "To the town of 
Concord aforesaid, in trust, for the benefit of the Concord 
Female Charitable Society, an association in said town, two 
thousand dollars, to be applied to the charitable uses and 
purposes of said society, and under its direction. And in 
case the said town should be incapable of or decline said 
9 
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trnst, then the same is given and to be paid orer to any two 
pereona whom the executor of mj will may elect and iiame^ 
to administer said trnst." Kote, Isaac A. Hill, $2,000, 
dated Jan. 27, 1877, secured by mortgage of real estate and 
surety. 

Old Cbhbtbst Fund. There has been inveBted, of the 
proceeds of sales of lots, $700 in Water-Works bonds, bear- 
ing 6 per cent, interest. The income from this fund is de- 
Toted to the care of the Old cemetery. 

Blossom Hill Cehetbrt Fdhd. There has been invested, 
of the proceeds of sales of lots, $550 in XJ. S. four per cent, 
bonds, $900 in Merrimack county (N. H.) five per cent, 
bonds, $200 N. H. sis per cent, bonds, $200 Concord six 
per cent, bonds, $1,000 Concord 4 per cent. bond. The in- 
come of this fund is devoted to tlie care or this cemetery. 

Osgood School Fdhd. This fund is a legacy of $200 of 
Kev. Nathahikl Bouton, d. d., by him received by will of 
the estate of David Osgood, of Concord, "the income of 
which is to be applied to the purchase of school-books for 
poor children." The amount is invested in six per cent, 
bonds of the city of Nashua, N. H. , due 1890. 

Oembtert Donation Fund. This fund is received and 
held under the provisions of Cliapter XXXIT, Laws of 1876, 
and a joint resolution of the city council, passed September 
28, 1878, as follows : " That the city hereby accepts and will 
accept all donations and legacies made for the purposes of 
ensuring proper care and attention to any grave or lot in any 
public cemetery, and the avenues connected therewith, and 
the monuments belonging thereto." Received from Charles 
A. Dole and Lyman D. Stevens, executors of the estate of 
James McQuestion, $200 ; invested in a Merrimack county 
five per cent, bond, due 1890. Received from Lyman D. 
Stevens, administrator of estate of Theodore French, $100 ; 
invested in a TJ. S. four per cent, bond, due 1907. Received 
from John and Samuel Wentworth, children of the late Paul 
Wentwortli, $200 foar per cent, bonds, due 1907.

CiTT Clerk's Office, 
CiTT OF CONCOBD, Jan. 1, 1883. 

To Peraotu having claimt against the City : 

All persons furnialiing materials or service for the city, or 
aid to city paupera, sliould be particular to take tlie name 
of the person ordering such service, material, or aid, and 
should kTum that the person is duly authorized to contract 
said liability. 

The city will not be holden for merchandise sold or deliv- 
ered on city pauper account, except on the written order of 
the Overseer of the Poor, and for no longer time than until 
his Bucceesor shall have been appointed and qualified. 

Duplicate copies will be required of all bills payable by the 
city, furiiiBlied on county pauper account. 

All bills against the city must be approved by the person 
authorizing the charge; and unless this is done, no action can 
be had upon the hill by the committee on accounts, and no 
order will be given for its payment. 

Wiien bills are certified to as above, and left with the city 
clerk before twelve o'clock of the day of meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Accounts, they will be audited by them, and, if ap- 
proved, be ready for payment on the Wednesday following. 

Meetings of the committee are held on tlie Tliursday next 
preceding the last Saturday of each month, at two o'clock 
p. H., which will occur the present year, Jan. 25, Feb. 22, 
Uarch 29, April 26, May 24, June 28, July 26, Aug. 23, 
Sept. 27, Oct. 25. Nov. 22, Dec. 27.

A new hydrant lias been placed at the corner of Union 
and Maple atreetB. The expense is included in tlio above. 

The Board, in their report for 1881, considered some of the 
defects in the Water-Works, as then constructed, particularly 
tlie difficulty of furnisliing a continuous supply of water to 
the higlier points of tlie precinct. They also called your at- 
tention to tlie importance of laying an additional main pipe 
fi-otn Franklin street to the pond, concluding that portion of 
tbeir report as follows : 

"The Board, nfter a thorough ioTestigation aod careful coDsidert- 
tiOD of the Rubject, have unanimouBly voted to lay a aecond and larger 
main from the dam to a point opposite the entrance to Bloaaom Hill , 
Cemetery, and to lays large pipe from that point through Walnut 
■treeb to its intersection with Franklin street • • • The Board 
are of the opinion that thta mala (san be laid, with all necessary oonaeo- 
tioDS, gates, and appurtenances, for a sum not exceeding fiFty tbousand 
dollars. • • ■ They respectfully ask you to take such meaanres as 
will place at their disposal aufGcient funds to do this work." 

The city council roted to furnish the amount of funds re- 
qtiired to proceed with the work immediately. 
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February 15, 1882, proposalB were issued b; the Board 
asking for bids as follows : 

Ist. To laj a cetneiit-liiied pipe, 18 inclies in diameter, 
from B point near the entrance to Blosnoin Hill Cemetery to 
tlie meter-liouse near the dam, a distance of 11,460 feet. 

2d. To lay a cemont-Uned pipe 12 inches in diameter from 
Franklin street nortli through Walnut street, conuectltig 
with the 18-inch pipe near the entrance to Blossom Hill 
Cemetery, a distance of 8,290 feet. 

3d. To lay a cement-lined pipe 4 inches in diameter from 
Bradley street west through Perkins street, connecting with 
the 12-inch pipe in Walnut street, a distance of 650 feet, 
with a hydrant at the junction. 

February 25, 1882, the contract was awarded to Messrs. 
Goodhue & Btrnie, of Springfield, Mass., they being the 
lowest biddvrti, for the sum of forty-four thousand and nine 
hundred dollars. 

During the summer several citizens residing on South 
street petitioned the city council to enlarge tlie water pre- 
cinct so much as to include their estates. The prayer of the 
petitioners was granted. 

July 1, 1882, the Board voted to extend the 6-inch pipe 
farllier south in South street a distance of 2,240 feet, with 
two fire hydrants attached. 

At the same meeting the Board voted to extend ttie 6-iiich 
pipe farther south in Turnpike street a distance of 713 feet, 
with one fire hydrant attached. 

Special contracts were made with Messrs. Goodhue ft 
' Birnio for laying these extensions, and funiisliing gates, pipe, 
and other materials for the completion of the additions and 
improvements necessary to be made. 

December 1, 1882, tlio Board made an agreement with the 
Concord Manufacturing Company, a corporation owning 
water-power and mills at West Concord near our dam, leas- 
ing to said company the property owned by the city known 
as the " kit-factory," and certain rights in the water-power 
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ftod lands, also owned b; the cit;, situate on tlie Cooledge 
lot, so called, for tlie term of ten years from January 1, 1888, 
said company agreeing to allow tlie city to draw and use all 
tlie water required for its Water-Works without measurement 
during said term, (he city agreeing to pay said company tlie 
sum of three thouBand dollars. 

The work, as indicated abore, lias been completed dar- 
ing the year, and is now in successrol operation. 

It will be observed that the new 18-inch main pipe termi- 
nates near the entrance to Blossom Hill Cemetery. Should 
the necessities of the city ever require a larger supply of 
water, it is the intention of the Board to continue this pipe 
soutlierly through State, Fisk, and Main streets. 

Tlie Board take pleasure in being able to state that the 
contractors have performed tlieir contract faithfully, and to 
tlie entire satisfaction of the Board; and though they were 
required to make some clianges from the contract, and to do 
some extra work, they have made no claim for extra com- 
pensation therefor. They understand their business, and are 
willing to perform their contracts.

Our city has now been supplied with water from Long 
Pond for a period of ten years. We con review these years 
vith mncli satisfaclion. No one at the present time doubts 
the wisdom of the undertaking. Its practicability and use- 
fnlncBS have been demonstrated beyond question. The orig- 
inal works were thoroughly constructed, so that only a very 
email sum has been required for repairs. Tlie cement-lined 
pipe has bcon found to be adapted to our wants. Tlie water 
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snpplied 1)89 been pure, and generally abundant. Takers 
liftvo iiicreascd from year to year, and are still increaxing; 
tli6 rat«a liave been reduced ; lai^ improvements hare been 
made in the works ; aad witli modemte rates the income ia 
ample to pay interest charges on the bonded debt, and all 
charges for care and maintenance. The destruction of prop- 
erty in the city by fire has been largely diminished in conso- 
quence of the ample enpply of water at hand to extinguish 
fires. Insurance rates have been correspondingly reduced. 
Tlie great majority of onr citizens have been abundantly sup- 
plied with water for family uses, and large quantities have 
been furnished for sprinkling lawns and other purposes. By 
the recent improvements, it is l>elieved that every citizen who 
desires the water can be supplied, and that the annoyancea 
that have heretofore occurred at the high points in the city, 
by reason of an intermittent supply, will be remedied. As 
our population increases, the demands upon the Water-Works 
vill increase ; but the stoics in reserve are ample for our 
probable wants for generations to come. Of the many attrac- 
tions of our twQutiftil city, this certainly is not the least. Its 
blessings literally Sow to us continually and abundantly, and 
at a reasonable rate.

CITY PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



To the Oity Council: 
For the year ending December 81, 1882, I have made 

YisitB at Almslioaae, 25 
Visits to those, aided bj citj, not at Alms- 
house, 252 
Prescriptiona at office, 11 
Cases of midwiferj, 1 

I am safe io saying that there is a population of twelve 
thousand in that part of tlie city that would come to me in 
case medical assistance were furnished by the city. 

The actual number that have been prescribed for by me 
during the year was tliirty-eight. Of this number four were 
surgical cases, — two fractures of forearm, one fracture of 
forearm with dislocation at elbow, and one case of attempt- 
ed suicide. In the latter two trials were made. Tlie first 
Tas only a small flesli wound, but the second attempt result- 
ed in cutting tlie wind-pipe about half off. I treated the 
patient until the wound had nearly liealed, however, when it 
was thought best to remove her to the county farm, and the 
case passed out of my hands. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

The whole number of inmates was twelve ; average num- 
ber during the year, seven and two thirds. My professional 
visits liave hardly averaged one every two weeks. As has 
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always been m; castom vhen in that part of tlie city, I have 
made other calls, and kept myself informed of the very gen- 
eral good condition of all there. The frequent small ail- 
ments that will arise among the claes that are always in such 
institutions have been met by the matron, thus making my 
visits less frequent. The good management of all having in 
charge those at the almshouse has continued the past year. 
One man, aged 87, died from old age. I would call atten- 
tion again to the boildings that remain as rather ancient 
landmarks.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 



To the City Council: 

Twelve complaints have been made to us doring the year, 
of the followiDg nature : 

Drains opening on top of ground, 4 

Uncleaased privy vaults, 8 

Filthy pig-pens, 6 

The above does not include a large number of verbal com- 
plaints that have beeu made to iodividual members of the 
Board. 

It must be remembered that ve have no system of inspec- 
tions : practically nothing is done by the Board except upon 
complaint While we are sure that oar city is very gener^ 
ally clean, and free from nuisances, we question whether it is 
Trise always to wait for complaint With a very small sum 
of money, a complete inspection of the compact part of the 
city could be made. We are sure that the suggestions that 
might come from a competent inspector would be appreci- 
ated by most of our citizens, and his advice readily followed. 

WATEfi BDPPLT. 

Each year finds a steady increase in the number of con- 
sumers from the main supply. We venture the Bssertion, 
that the day is not a great wliile hence when every person 
within the water district will be dependent upon Long Poud 
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for their dail^ use. Wliat a responaibtlity 1b tipon ub all! 
How important that that great reserrolr, which is to provide 
as all with the water we drink, and that ia used in cooking 
all of our food, Bhould be kept pure. We have as pure a 
supply aa aiijr city in New England. Much moiie; has been 
spent by the city upon its Watei^ Works, and wisely spent, we 
believe. With the new pipe laid this year we have a very 
abundant supply. 

Now, although motors may be run and fires can be put 
out with water loaded with organic matter, it is not tlie kind 
for man to eat and drink. We are sure that this most im- 
portant aid to the city's wealth and proBperity demands 
watcliful and intelligent care. TIiub far tliis has been had. 
It Is only for the future that wo are anxious, and speak a 
warning word. 



Witli an abundant water supply, sewers become a neces- 
sity. Year by year now pipe ia laid until at the present time 
we have a very complete and well-ordered system. As re- 
gards tlieir ventilation and proper supervision, we can only 
repeat what was said in our report last year. We consider 
these matters of great importance, and what was said tlien 
was said in good faitii, and because we believed they were 
needed. We have men no cause to change oar minds in tlie 
year that has just passed. 

rnAL STATISTICS. 

Wliole numl)er of deaths among residents, 216 

Population, 14,000 

Death-rate per thousand, 15.44 

Wo have included as among residents tlie one death at 
the almshouse. Last year the whole number of deaths was 
240, making our death-rate 17 and a fraction per thousand. 
As has been our custom, the 18 still-birtlis this year are not 
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included among tlie birtlia or deaths, but are classed bj 
themselves. We would call attontioD to OUbb I, Zymotic 
diseases: Cholera infantum, 7; diphtheria and diphtlieretio 
croup, 4. It is a verj remarkable showing. Typhoid fever 
has had only 8 victims, and tiie disease prevailed to a greater 
extent taet autumn than for many years before. 

Order III — Tubercular Diseases. Nearly one sixth of the 
whole number of deaths has been from consumption. 

Of the circulatory system, 21 deaths have occurred from 
the different forms of diseases of the heart ; while of the res- 
piratory system only 14 deaths from pneumonia hare taken 
place. Forty-two deaths have occurred among children un- 
der 5 years of age, and 56 in persons over 70. 

The whole number of living births has been 272, showing 
that our increase of population has kept quite largely ahead 
of the decrease. 

The city ordinance requiring physicians to make return of 
births and deaths to the registrar haa now been in operation 
four yearu. We believe no other city in New England can 
show equally accurate tables of vital statistics.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 

To the Gly Council : 

Tlie Trustees of the Public Library present tlieir report for 
tiie year ending December 31, 1882. Accompanying are the 
reports of the librarian and the treasurer. 

The public library is largely the teacher of the community. 
It aids during Bchool-daya ; but in the education after the 
achool, it is a large factor. The books selected for it ahould 
therefore t>e tlie best upon all subjects of useful knovledge. 
It must have standard works, and in a good degree furnish 
the new books of interest. To meet this demand has been 
the design of the trustees. The one great obstacle in the 
way is want of fonds. The appropriations are still far be- 
low the pressing needs of this city. The expenses for the 
coming year will be increased by the preparing and printing 
a new catalogue. 

The use of the library depends upon the readcra. The 
books are for service, not for ornament, and the more they 
are used the better. 

The exposed position of the library should lead us to keep 
it well insured, and also, as does its growth, constantly re- 
mind us of the need of a safe and commodious library build- 
ing. 

The report of the librarian gives the particulars of tlie 
^ear past. The trustees would respectfully suggest to the 
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city council the consideration of tlie recommendatioos made 

by tile librarian.

To the Trustees of the Public Library: 

The librarian lierewitli presents his report of the additions 
made to the library during the eleven months ending with 
the SOth day of December, 1882 : 

Nnmber of volumes purchased, 254 

Number of volumes of periodicals bound, . 33 

Number of volumes donated to the library, 90 

Number of pamphlets donated to the library, 90 
Making an addition of . . 467 

volumes and pamphlets. 

Seventeen volumes have also been bought to take the place 
■of worn-out books in the library. 

The library now contains more than eight thousand vol- 
umes, about six thousand of which are in tlie circulating 
library. Of tlie remainder, about four hundred vulumes are 
used as books of reference ; and more than sixteen hundred 
Tolumes are made up of congressional documents and other 
matters of equal or less value. 

The annual circulation of booka is about twenty-four thou- 
sand volumes, and there has of late been a slight increase in 
the nnmber of our patrons. 

The propriety of a larger annual appropriation Tor the sup- 
port and increase of the library than has been customary in 
times past is respectfully commended to the consideratiou 
of tlie city government. 

By a ehght change now being made in the library-rooms, 
Accommodations will be made for seven thousand volumes 
more than we now have. Shall the space be filled ? 

I would suggest that an insurance of at least $5,000 should 
be placed upon the library. 

Accompanying this is a list of the books placed in the 
library since the publication of the last supplemental cata- 
logue.

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REPORT OF THE CITY SOLICITOR. 



To the aty Council : 

At the ai^ourned Uv term lield in August last tlie lav 
questions iu the suit of Jolin F. Edgeily and wife v. Concord 
were decided in favor of the city, and this probably ends tlie 
case. 

The suit of Ann G. Currier v. Concord follows Edgerly v. 
Concord, a nonsuit liaving been entei'ed at tlie October term, 
1882. 

Tlie suit of Concord v, Warner was tried before Hon. W. 
H. H. Allen at the Octol)er term, and the decision was ip 
favor of the city. The amount of the bill, 937.78, has been 
collected of Warner and paid over to the city treasurer. 

The petition of Lydia W. Clough was heard by Judge 
Allen at the April term, 1882, and the decision was that the 
said Lydia W. Clough be allowed to file her claim in the 
office of the city clerk within a certain time. She filed her 
claim within the time allowed by the court, and on the 10th 
day of July, 1882, she sued the city, claiming damages to the 
amount of $3,000. The case has not yet been tried. 

March 1st, 1882, William K. Norloii sued the city for dam- 
ages to himself and team, occasioned, as he alleges in his 
writ, by a defect in the highway leading from the city proper 
to West Concord, at a point nearly opposite the new state 
prison. The accident happened on the 13th day of January, 
1882, and the amount of damages claimed is $1,000. There 
have been some efforts made to settle this case, and it may 
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yet be arranged to the satiBfaction of all partiea. If not 80t- 
tled, it will probably be tried at the April term, 188S. 

June 12tl], 1882, Marcus P. Norton, trustee and assignee 
in trust, et als., sued tlie city in the United States circuit 
court to recover damages for au alleged infringement of 
certain letters-patent of the plaintiiT for a relief valre attach- 
ed to steam fire-engines. The amount of damages claimed 
is 940,000. He has also brought similar actions against the 
cities of Manchester, Nashua, Portsmouth, and Dover, in this 
state. Concord has united with these cities in making a 
common defence against this extortionate and unrighteous 
demand. Patent lawvers liave been retained to coudyct the 
defence, and other steps have been taken to secure a fair 
trial of the cases. It will be in order for trial at the May 
term, 1883, of said court at Portsmouth. 

October 26, 1882, the city brought a bill in equity against 
one John B. Giles, of said Concord, faking that said defend- 
ant be commanded to remove a certain building owned by 
him and projecting some ten feet into and over the " Kit 
Factory road," so-called, in West Concord. Upon tliis tliere 
was a temporary injunction granted. Decemljer 26, 1882, 
the defendant answered, denying the material allegations of 
the bill. It will be heard at the April term, 188-3. 

Tli6 suits of Clougli and Norton v. Concord, the "Knibbs 
Patent suit," so^alled, and the bill against Giles, are all the 
cases now in court in which the city Is a party.

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EEGULATIONS 



CONCORD PRECINCT FIRE DEPARTMENT, 

A.DOPTBD BT THE BOARD OF EMOINEERS, JANUABY, IBIl. 



Article 1. Xnj engine or hose company, running out a 
line of Iiose from a hydrant or steamer, eliall be entitled to 
the pipe, although the hose of other companies may be at- 
taclied in order to reach tlie fire; and any company coming 
to a fire, and finding an incomplete line of hose laid out from 
a hydrant or steamer, shall attach to and lengthen out such 
line, in lieu of laying a line of its ovn. 

Art. 2. When two or more engine or hose companies are 
playing in a continuous line, the pipe shall belong to the 
company attaching to the tiydrant or steamer, as provided in 
the foregoing article ; but any company furnishing the entire 
line, and receiving water from a steamer, the pipe shall be- 
long to such company so receiving. 

Art. 3. Each engine and hose company shall have equal 
claim to tlie liydrants; but it is enjoined upon the engine 
companies to draught their own water from a reservoir, 
wliercver a suitable one can be found within a reasonable 
distance. 

Art. 4. No company shall take possession of a hydrant or 
reservoir, unless their hose and apparatus for attaching to 
the same are at hand and ready for use. The company 
which shall be thus ready shall be entitled to sucli hydrant 
or reservoir ; but, upon the order of an engineer, another 
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company may attach a second line of hose from bucIi liydrant 
or steamer, in case the same may be necessary, — such com- 
pany having first laid its hose, and being ready to attach the 
same. 

Abt. 5. Id proceeding to, working at, or returning from 
fires, noisy demonstrations are strictly prohibited, and it is 
required of officers of companies to maintain perfect order 
and decorum in their respective commands during all such 
aervice. 

Art. 6. No company, ^hile rotarning from a fire, will be 
allowed to proceed faster than a walk, and at all times to 
keep on the right of the street. Drivers are strictly enjoined, 
in proceeding to a fire, to use the utmost care and caution 
consistent with promptness. Racing between companies is 
forbidden, under any circumstances. Any collision or cas- 
ualty occurring to horses or apparatus will be considered a 
sufficient cause for the suspension of tlie driver in charge at 
the time. 

Art. T. No member of any company shall leave the citj 
without first informing his foreman ; no foreman or assistant 
engineer, without first notifying the chief engineer, — in each 
case the party so leaving providing a substitute. 

Abt. 8. In case of fire, the foreman first arriving shall be 
in command until the arrival of an engineer. 

Art. 9. Any order issued by the chief, or an assistant en- 
gineer, shall be promptly obeyed.

DiSTBicrl. Embraoes that section of the city north and west 
of Washington street, box 17 of this division being located on 
the south side of the street.

DiBTKicT 3. Embraces all between Pleasant and School 
streets. 

DisTBicT 4. Embraces all sonlh of Pleasant street. 

The first figure of the box number will indicate the district.

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TRUST FUNDS. 



Walker School Fdnd. This fund was a legacy of Abial 
Walker. Will dated Jan. 8, 1856. "To the city of Con- 
cord aforesaid I give and bequeatli one thousand dollars, in 
trust, to be added to the school fund of said city, the in- 
terest whereof to be divided in due proportion among all 
the districts in the city at the time the dividend takes place, 
to be paid over to said city in one year after my decease.'* 
The amount of this fund is (1,000, and is invested in a note 
of that sum of the Concord City Precinct, due in 1896. 

LroN Legacy is from O. Parkeb Lyon. Will dated 
Jan. 23, 1865. "I give and bequeath to the city of Con- 
cord, in the county of Merrimack, in trust, for the increase 
of the free public library of said city, the annual income 
thereof only to be annually expended in the purchase of 
books for said public library, the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars." One precinct note of $1,000, interest 6 per cent., 
due, 1896. 

Pierce Legacy is from Franklin Pierce, ex-President 
of the United States. Will dated Jan. 22, 1868. " 16th. 
To the city of Concord I give and bequealh, in trust, for the 
'Concord Public Library,' one thousand dollars, the interest 
of said sum to be expended annually in the purchase of 
books, and the principal to remain as a perpetual fund for 
the object indicated." One city bond of $1,000, due 1885. 

CoHNTESS Rdmford Legact is from the Countess of 
Rdmfobd. Will dated Nov. 10, 1852. "To the town of 
Concord aforesaid, in trust, for the benefit of the Concord 
Female Charitable Society, an association in said town, two 
thousand dollars, to be applied to the charitable uses and 
purposes of said society, and under its direction. And in 
case the said town should be incapable of or decline said 
trust, then the same is given and to be paid over to any two 
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^rsons whom the executor of my will may elect and name, 
to administer said trust." Note, Isaac A. Hill, $2,000, 
dated Jan. 27, 1877, secured "by mortgage of real estate and 
surety. 

Old Cbhetert Funs. There has been invested, of the 
proceeds of sales of lota, $700 in Water-Works bonds, bear- 
ing 6 per cent interest. The income from this fund is de- 
voted to the care of the Old cemetery. 

There has been invested, 
of the proceeds of sales of lots, $650 in U. S. four per cent, 
bonds, $900 in Merrimack county (N. H.) Sve per cent, 
bonds, $200 N. H. six per cent, bonds, $200 Concord six 
per cent, bonds, $1,000 Concord 4 per cent, bond, $700 
town of Franklin (N. H.) 4} per cent, bonds. The income 
«r this fund is devoted to the care of tliis cemetery. 

Osgood School Fund. This fund is a legacy of $200 of 
Rev. Nathaniel Bouton, d. d., by him received by will of 
the estate of David Osgood, of Concord, " the income of 
which is to be applied to the purchase of school-books for 
poor children." The amount is invested in six percent, 
bonds of the city of Nashua, N. H. , due 1890. 

Gehetsry Donation Fund. This fund is received and 
held under the provisions of Chapter XXXIV, Laws of 1876, 
and a joint resolution of the city council, passed September 
28, 1878, as follows : " That the city hereby accepts and will 
accept all donations and legacies made for the purposes of 
ensuring proper care and attention to any grave or lot in any 
public cemetery, and the avenues connected therewith, and 
the monuments belonging thereto."

All peraoiu furnishing niAterials or gerrice for the cit;, or aid to tbe 
aty poor, should be pkiliculu- to ttk*-. the name ot the person ordering 
fuch service, material, or aid, and should kncui that the person is duly 
authorized to contract said liability. 

The city will not be holden for merchandise told or delivered on city 
pauper account, except on the written order of the Overseer of the Poor, 
and ior no longer time than until his successor shall have been appointed 
and qualified. 

Duplicate copies will be reqaired of all bills payable by the dty, liir- 
nished on county pauper account. 

All bills against the city must be approved by the person authorizing 
the chaise ; and unless this ia done, no action can be had upon the bill by 
the Committee on Accounts, and no order will be given for its paymeot. 

When bills are certified to as above, and left with the city cleric before 
12 o'clock of the day of meeting of the Committee on Accounts, tbey will 
be audited by them, and, if approved, be ready for payment on the 
Wednesday following. 

Meetings of the Committee are held on the Thursday next preceding 
the last Saturday in each month, at 2 o'clocic p. m. The meetings will 
occur duHng 1884, on Jan. 24, Feb. 21, Mar. 27, Apr. 24, May 29, Judo

In accordance with the agreement made with the Concord 
Maouracturing Co., December 1, 1882, the meten ftnd meter 
house, Bituate near the dam, were to be removed, and the new 
18-iuch main pipe connected with the second 16-inch pipe 
through the dam. This has been done the past ;ear. The dis- 
tance is 221 feet. 

Persons owning property east ot Main street, on and near 
Free Bridge road, have heretofore been supplied through a pipe 
of one inch in diameter. The new buildings and improvements 
recently made by Mr. Samuel H. Dow, the better protection of 
property east of the railroad tracks, including the wooden Free 
Bridge, made it necessary to substitute a 6-incb cast-iron pipe 
for the pipe formerly used. 

This change has been made, and an additional hydrant set at 
the extreme east end. The Northern Railroad have set three 
new hydrants on this line of pipe, for the better protection of 
their property,

COMMITTEE ON CITT FARM. 



To the City Council : 

The Joint Standing Committee on City Farm report, that in 
assuming the duties of the position the; made a carefnl exam- 
ination of the condition of things at the farm at the outset, and 
arranged for the change in superintendents consequent upon the 
election of Mr. Caleb P. Little to that place. 

The committee was unable to make a satisfactory settlement 
vith Mr. L. L. Farwell, the retiring superintendeDt, as he 
claimed that about $1,100 was still due him for sercicee in con- 
nection with the farm. From the published reports, the com- 
mittee was unable to determine that any such amount was due 
him, there being but $183.83 reported as due December 31, 1882. 
The books in use at the farm for several years past were 
claimed by Mr. Farwell ta be hia private property, and upon 
his removal he took and has retained possession of them, al- 
though the committee has been allowed access to them for the 
purposes of examination. It is understood that hie account has 
been left with an attorney for settlement, but no suit has yet 
been brought, and negotiations are still pending, with a possi- 
bility of adjustment upon an equitable basis. 

The operations for the current year have been conducted by 
Mr. Little, the auperintendent. to the entire satisfaction of the 
committee, and bis zeal in behalf of the interests of the city de- 
eerves high commendation. Four county paupers have been 
supported at the farm, and two city paupers, up to September 
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IS, vhen the change in the law of Bettlementa went iDto effect, 
makiag the two city panpers mentioned a. charge upon the 
county. This left no city panpers to be supported at the farm, 
and the committee, after thorough iuvestigatiou, became satis- 
fied that the city farm could not longer be retained as a benefit to 
the city. 

The buildiDge were much in need of repair, and to make them 
respectable for the purposes of contiauiog the city farm would 
require a considerable outlay, or a larger outlay for the erection 
of new buildings. 

It did not seem Judicious to tax the citizens for either of 
those purposes, unless there should be a sufficient number of 
city paupers to be supported at the farm to warrant it ; and there 
being none at this time, the committee were unanimously of the 
opinion that it was a useless expense to continue it, the pub- 
lished reports showing that the expenses above receipts, for the 
year 1879, amounted to $513.68, for the year 1880 to the sum of 
tl21, for the year 1881 to the sum of $729.58, and for the year 
1882 to the sum of $536.68, making an average expense of 
about $500 per year for the past four years, without considering 
the interest upon the investment. During the present year the 
excess of expenditures over receipts amounts to $501.33. This 
should be subject, however, to a reduction of $94.93, being the 
amount of increase in live stock, hay and grain, and provisions, 
sold at auction, over the inventory of those articles then on 
hand, as taken by the committee February 17, 1663, but not in- 
cluding the horses, on which a loss of $161 from cost was sus- 
tained by reason of the unaccountable lameness which has 
affected one of them for more than a year past.

The farm and personal property were sold at auction Decem- 
ber 21, 1883, agreeably to a reeoliition passed by the city coun- 
cil in November, authorizing the committee to make such sale. 
That portion of the farm east of the highway was bid off at the 
auction by Harrison Partridge for the sum of $5,000, and there 
still remains of the farm, the pasture containing the quarries and 
the timber lot adjoining the park, which are valued at about 
$3,000. The total sales of personal property at auction aggre- 
gate about $1,700. It is impossible at this time to give the ex- 
act figures, as portions of the potatoes and grain have not yet 
been measured and removed. A complete list of all the articles 
sold, with the prices paid, and the names of the purchasers, has 
been filed in the office of the city clerk for reference. 

It is believed that there will be no immediate need of purchas- 
ing another farm, as it is found that small sums used for outside 
aid, will generally enable the poor to meettheir present necessities, 
and thus prevent their becoming permanent chaises to the city. 
This course is more ^eeable to people in needy circumstances, 
as it enables them to retain their self-respect, and it does not 
destroy their ambition to help themselves. 
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The committee woald recommend the contJnaance of the 
'* Committee on City Farm " as one of the joint standiag com- 
mittees of the city council, to care for the remaining real estate, 
and to GODsider the qnestion of another city farm should fiitare 
circnmstances seem to require.

TotJu City Council: 

I have tbe honor to sabmit the foUowiDg report for the year 
1883:

The overseer of the poor has rendered assistance to 213 dif- 
ferent iadividuala during the year. Of that number only 27 
have received medical or surgical aid from me, showing that the 
very class that we would natarally expect the most sickness 
from have been remarkably exempt. My visits have l)een lees 
in namber to this class than in any previous year. I have also 
removed two persons to the hospital for the insane. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

There were only eight inmates at the almshouse proper, though 
eight additional persons were there, sentenced to the house of 
correction for different periods during the year General good 
health prevailed among all. Only tbe ailments incident to old 
t^e and enfeebled constitutions occurred. 

One death took place during tbe year, that of a man much 
broken down and of weak mind, who committed suicide by hang- 
ing. 

In February a change in the management of the house and 
farm occurred. The new superintendent and bis wife, the 
matron, soon made themselves acquainted with the needs of 
those in tbeir charge, and, so far as I was able to learn, all were 
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well cared for, and very general satiefactioa was giveo. The 
legielature, at its last sessioo, eoacted a law which made every 
indigent person a county charge who bad not acquired a town 
settlement since the year 1870. 

The wisdom of thus making a certain class of paupers by 
wholesale I do not propose to discuss. We had to abide by the 
resnlt. This left us without a single city pauper at oar alms- 
house. All were removed to the county farm December 11, 
1883. My time of service at this institution lacked three weeks 
of being one year.

comfort, convenience, and good health of the people. We now 
have about JIOO.OOO invested in sewers. On business princi- 
ples alone it were wise that they should have watchful and 
intelligent supervision. Our sewers were constructed for the 
two-fold purpose of carrying away surface-water, and for the 
removal of polluted water from our dwellings. It will be 
readily seen that sewers which are large enough to carry off sur- 
face-water, must be too large for sewage alone. Hence, in sea- 
eons when the rain-fall is small, in short sewers where the grade 
is but little, deposits will take place which very soon undergo 
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decompoBition, f^eneratiDg gasGB offensive and dangeroas. Tlie 
resnlt is, these gases are either forced baok into the houBea or 
oat of the catch-basins. Polluted water is not dangerous if car- 
ried avay before decomposition begins. If all such sewers coald 
be flushed and well ventilated the evil might be very largely 
averted. 

Two years ago we suggested, as our plan for ventilatioDi tiiat 
perforated covers be placed upon the man-holes, and that the 
traps be removed from alt the catcb-baains ; also, that ever; 
soil-pipe which is connected with the sewer be so arranged 
u to act as a veatilator. If this is done, the little that is 
dangerous which could find an exit from each place of escape 
would be so changed by being mingled with the surrounding at- 
mosphere that no barm could come from it. 

WATER BDPPLT. 

We are fortunate in having an abundance of pure water. 
Nearly seven eighths of all the families in the water district sie 
dependent solely upon a common source, as very few wells are 
now in use in the compact part of the city. Whatever, then, tends 
to render our water impure must produce its results upon a very 
lat^e share of our population. This fact should cause us to 
guard with Jealous care all the surroundings of our water supply. 



The tables furnished by the registrar show the total of deaths 
among residents for 1883 to be 207 — population 14,000 ; — death- 
rate per thousand, 14.7-|-. We include the single death at the 
almshouse, but not the deaths of inmates at the other public id- 
stitutions, as such are not a part of our population. The stiU- 
birtfas are simpiy enumerated. If they were included, the whole 
number of deaths would be increased to 228, making the death- 
rate 16.3-|-, which is still a good showing. Among the causes of 
death we find only 25 included in Class I, Order 1, Zymotic dis- 
eases. This class shows that deaths from diarrboeal diseases 
were very few. In Order III we learn that even consumption 
has had but 20 victims, while in 1882 there were 38. In the 
other classes no marked change from previous years is notice- 
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able. Our ordinaoce requiring permits for bnrial ts Btrictlj en- 
forced, and we are sure that tiie number of deaths is correct. 

The whole number of living births vas 261, which ia 11 less 
than for the jear 1882. It is quite possible that births do oc- 
cur which are never returned to the registrar: their number 
must be very small, however, for onr people have come to un- 
derataod that all snch must be reported, and have given infor- 
mation, we know, in some caeea where no physician was in 
attendance. 

As law-abiding citizens it may not be a great thing for physi- 
cians to obey so strictly and promptly our registration ordinance, 
which is now a statute law ; still we cannot help saying it is 
something to be justly proud of, and to onr mind is evidence of 
the high professional status of the medical men of this city. 
Onr records would be more valuable if physicians would be a lit- 
tle more particnlar to place the name of the child in the birth 
certificate.

REPORT 

COMMISSIONER OF HIGHWAYS. 



Tolhe CSty Counca.- 

The operatioDB of the Street Department for the year 1883 
have JDcladed the disburse ment of $24,749.88 in payment of 
the expeneeH incurred in caring for the streets and highways 
througboat the city. This is an apparent excees over last year 
of $355.40, bat is not an actual excess, because the payment of 
$400 for the use of water for street sprinkling purposes has not 
before this been included in the highway account. There was also 
reported among the outstanding claims of lost year as " high- 
way bills unpaid " the sum of $300, which claims have been met, 
as well aa other bills which had been overlooked, from the funds 
of the current year. The details of the payments made will be 
found in the list of city expenses under the beading of " High- 
ways." 

So far as possible the details of payments have been arranged 
so as to indicate the expenses of repairs in each section of the 
ci^, for the information of residents in those localities. In the 
Central District the pajnnents are subdivided, for the purpose 
of showing the amounts paid out for each of the more important 
items of expense in this department. 

No attempt has been made, however, to divide the labor pay- 
rolls among the different subjects referred to, as no arrange- 
ment has heretofore existed for recording any division of the 
time. If the beginning made, in re&rranging the expenses under 
their appropriate heads, should meet the approval of the citi- 
zens, it can be continued and perfected with the advantages 
of experience. The amounts paid out for what is known as 
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"patching" the streets have been comparatively small; — the 
policy pursned has been in all cases to make a darable and 
permaneDt roadway, which would not require frequent and re- 
peated repairs. The commissioner has examined with care 
every highway within the limits of the city, and has laid oot 
such work as the needs of each particular locality aeeined to 
require, subject always to the amounts available from the ap- 
propriation. 

Early in the spring one of the Pennock road machines was pro- 
cured, which vas kept in constant service during the entire sea- 
son. This has been in ciharge of Mr. Oeo. W. Chesley, with four 
horses and from three to five aesistants, and has been managed 
with such skill and good judgment as to prove of material 
benefit in the care of the country roads in the Central District. 
With its aid many miles of road have been " turnpiked," 
making a smoother and more uniform road-bed than has been 
possible by other methods. Moat of the roads leading westerly 
and southerly from Millville have been rebuilt or repaired by its 
use, and in some sections ita operations have been very ex- 
tended. The entire road, from Loudon line to the school-house 
near "Break-o'day," has been turnpiked with it; and other 
places, on the Bog road. Silver Hill, Prospect Hill, and the 
Plains, have been much improved. 

The building for the stone-crusher was taken down and re- 
erected upon land of Moses H. Bradley, near the Blossom Hill 
cemetery. The foundations have been laid in a substantial 
manner, and the working of the engine and stone-crusher in the 
new location has been highly satisfactory. The great saving 
made in the cartage of macadamizing material has already been 
mode apparent. 

The atone, which was broken ready for the cmeher in the old 
location, was crushed and used upon the Main street of West 
Concord village, and upon the West Concord road near Benja- 
min Farnum's. 

After the removal, sufficient stone was crushed for the mac- 
adamizing of Pleasant street from Main to State street, and 
for continuing the macadamizing of State street from School 
to Centre street. In all, there was macadamized about 1100 
feet in length in the Central District, and nearly a bait mile 
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in the West Concord village district. Extended repairs were 
rendered neceBsary upon tlie West Concord ro»d by the lay- 
ing of the new water pipes last year, and the roadway has 
been re-formed and gravelled almost the whole distance from the 
cemetery to the railroad crossing. In completing this work it was 
deemed proper to erect a bank wall in front of the new prison, 
by which means twelve feet more in width was made available 
for highway pnrposes. A neat fence has been extended along 
the top of the wall, with iron posts, tbe whole making a needed 
improvement in the locality of a prominent institution of the 
state. Messrs. B. and C. H. Farnum, with public>spirited lib- 
erality, have expressed their intention of continuing a similar 
fence along their premises beyond the wall, so as to remove tbe 
unsightly boards which have heretofore done duty at that point. 

In addition to the gravelling of the West Concord road, gravel 
has been used in considerable qnantities in other localities. 
Pleasant street, from Merrimack to Pine street, has been rebuilt 
and tbe gutters paved ; Warren street, from Spring to I^ne, en- 
tirely made over ; Green street, from Pleasant to School street, 
rebuilt of gravel ; and School street, from Green to Spring 
street, filled with gravel, well rounded, and the gutters finished 
with paring. A long strip of gravelled roadway has also been 
built on the Millville road near St. Paul's School. Beyond Mill- 
ville, on the Hopkinton road, the wooden bridge near the ceme- 
tery has been removed, and replaced by a snbstantial stone cnl- 
vert ; and in otiier localities where wooden culverts have needed 
repairs, they have been replaced by stone whenever practicable. 

A very considerable work has been done at the westerly end 
of Franklin street, in widening, grading, and surfacing the road- 
way, removing rocks and rubbish, and constructing a sidewalk. 
The street has been well gravelled from Jackson street west, 
and the paved gutters extended to the top of the bill. The gut- 
ters of Church street hill have also been paved, and tbe hill 
tboroaghly gravelled, so that it has withstood tbe storms of the 
past season without requiring any repairs. 

Other improvements of less importance have been made in 
different localities, and the approach of winter fonnd the roads 
generally in a very satisfactory condition. About the nsual 
amonnt of concrete sidewalk was laid, and a new coating of 
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concrete woe laid through the Free bridge. The coDcrete npOD 
the Iron bridge at Penacook w&b a]so relaid, it having, like that 
on Free bridge, worn through to the plankiag so as to endanger 
the flooring. The wooden bridge at Penacook, known as Twin 
bridge, was early diacovered to be in bad condition, and a 
close examiDatioD revealed the fact that immediate and extended 
repairs were necessary to insure the safety of travellere. The 
flooring timbers were badly decayed, and but very little of the 
planking was snitable for further use. The expense waa con- 
siderable, but could not judiciously be reduced. 

A new and heavy stone wall was built on the north side of 
the Borough bridge near Penacook, in place of the old cobble- 
stone wall, which was much in need of repair. By relaying the 
wall it was possible to widen and straighten the approach to the 
bridge, much to the convenience of pnblic travel. 

The work done in the outlying districts has been lai^ely based 
npoD the judgment of the several individuals in charge of tfaose 
districts. The amounts expended are noted under each district, 
and from the sums used it can be judged whether the results- 
indicate a wise and judicious expenditure. 

The office of Commissioner of Highways has proved to be no- 
sinecure, for it has been my endeavor to give a fair hearing t» 
every suggestion coming from a citizen or tax-payer, and to 
assent to any proper request that would enure to the public good. 
And although many requests have had to be denied, I am pleased 
to be able to say that, with one or two exceptions, those denials- 
have been recognized to be founded upon good reasons, and 
gracefully accepted without nnreing it as a grievance. In every- 
thing that has been done, I have had the earnest cooperation 
and assistance of Ur. James H. Rowell, the Superintendent of 
Streets. Whatever of success has attended the labors of Uie 
Street Department is largely due to his faithful and untiring 
efforts in behalf of the interests of the city. Hie advice and 
counsel have been eagerly sought, and his strong snpport, in 
connection with his experience, has been fully appreciated.

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REPORT 
COMMITTEE ON SEWERS AND DRAINS. 



To the City Council: 

The doings of tbia committee for the past year inclade the 
disbursement of $2,372.08, an itemized account of which vill be 
found under the head of " Sewers," in its appropriate place 
among the general expenditures. 

Tills sum has been ueed in laying About 1,700 feet in length 
of sewers, at such places as seemed demanded for the public 
good. The first piece constructed was of Akron pipe, 12 inches 
in diameter, and extended from the connection with the main 
sewer on North Main street, westerly through Franlclin street, 
nearly to North State street, a distance of 438 feet. 

On North State street about 280 feet of 10-inch pipe was laid 
from the School street sewer, north, which was completed before 
the macadamizing of State street at that pioint. This piece, al- 
though much needed in the spring-time, could perhaps have been 
put off another year, but It was thought better to avoid diatnrl>- 
ing the macadamized street, by constructing the sewer before the 
street was repaired. 

On Grove street, north from Laurel street, an 6-inch pipe was 
laid for a distance of 180 feet, for the accommodation of resi- 
dents in that vicinity, and on Perkins street an extension of 128 
feet of 8-inch pipe was laid westerly, its termination being now 
near Rumford street. Some 200 feet of 10-inch pipe has also 
been laid from the Free Bridge road to connect with the railroad 
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seirer, for the purpose of providing sewer accommodations for 
tbe block of brick buildings erected by Samnel H. Dow, and also 
to provide for the surface water from tbe Free Bridge road. 

The most expensive piece of work nndertakcn during the year 
was that rendered necessary by the contemplated erection of the 
new depot in Bulroad square. 

The laud in Railroad square has remained tbe property of tbe 
Concord Railroad, although permission has alirays been freely 
given for its use by tbe city in tbe conatrnction of sewers ; but 
tbe location decided upon for the depot was directly over the 
brick sewer leading from Freight street to the river, and neces- 
sitated the re-laying of that sewer from Freight street around 
tbe south end of the cellar, and connecting with the old sewer 
near tbe sonth end of the platform of the existing depot. 

This was a work of great diGQcuIty, owing to the character of 
the soil, which was composed of clay, hardpan, and quicksand 
at different points, in ail of which underground springs were 
plentiful. It was completed successfully, making 800 feet in 
length of new brick sewer, three feet in diameter. A similar 
change tras required in the location of the pipe sewer running 
south from Depot street, as it also passed through the proposed 
depot cellar. This was accomplished by laying 150 feet of new 
18-inch pipe, and re-laying 193 feet of the old pipe taken up for 
tbe purpose, the outlet being into tbe brick sewer above men- 
tioned. In addition to the above, a new 10-inch pipe was laid 
from the foot of Railroad street, a distance of 121 feet, and en- 
tering the 18-inch pipe, to take the surface-water from Railroad 
street, which had formerly passed through an old stone sewer, 
removed in the excavation of the depot cellar. 

Some complaint has been made by the residents along the 
line of the existing sewer on Warren street, becanse of tbe lia- 
bility of back-flooding oellars, etc., in case of sudden heavy 
showers. 

It is thought that individuals may be able to guard against 
any further difficulty from this cause, by providing suitable 
guard-traps for preventing back-flow, near their connections 
with the main sewer ; and it is suggested by some that an addi- 
tional outlet from the Main street sewer near Depot street into 
Merrimack river would relieve the back-pressure, and possibly 
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remove the ueoessit; for any other action on this acconat, and 
snch an outlet would doubtless prove ot general advantage. 

The aystem of eewers now in use seems well adapted to tlie 
wants of the citizens, and can be supported without extraordi- 
nary outlay in the immediate future, except for such extensions 
aa the natural growth of the city may seem to require.

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REPORT 
SUPEKINTENDENT OF PENACOOK PARK. 



To the Cittf Council: 

The andersigned reports that he aeenmed the duties of his 
position immediately after his election in April last, and has en- 
deavored to perform those duties in snch manner as would best 
subserve the interests of the city. 

In company with the Comniittee on Streets and Commons, he 
made careful examination of the buildings and appnrtenances of 
the park, and, under their direction, has made aach expendi- 
tures as were required for its proper care and maintenance tor 
the purpose for which it was designed. The buildings were com- 
paratively new, but unpainted : it was necessary to their proper 
preservation that they should be painted in a thorough manner^ 
which has been done, including the roofa. 

The piazza in connection with the pavilion has been extended 
around the orchestra stand, bo that it is now available for a con- 
tinuous promenade by visitors. The space under the pavilion 
has been neatly enclosed by lattice-work, a strong rail placed 
around the highest points of the piazza and at the aides of the 
stairways, so as to prevent accident, and the steps leading to the 
pavilion have been widened and extended aronnd all sides, ex- 
cept those guarded by the rail. 

An addition to the restaurant building has been erected to 
provide accommodation for individuals or parties desiring to 
lunch at the park, the interior of the restaurant has been fin- 
ished to make a more respectable appearance, and a bitching- 
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nul hue been pat np about the easterly and northerly eotrances 
to the park to furnish facilities for hitching horses withont dan- 
ger of girdling the trees. Awnings have also been provided for 
the north and west sides of the pavilion, and have been foond 
exceedingly adrantageons, not only for shade, bnt for proteo- 
tion in case of sudden showers. 

The snperintendent has received from private parties, for Uie 
ose of the pavilioD, the sum of (30, and for surplus shingles 
sold $1.50, all of which has been paid to the treasurer. 

The superintendent has expended the sum of $414.68 in con- 
nection with his office, the items of which will be found in their 
appropriate place in the detailed expenditures of the city. The 
total expenses for this year, as shown nnder the expenditores 
for " Penacook park," aggregate $685.64, but it will be noticed 
that $108.32 of this sum was paid as part of the ezpeoaea of 
1862, being the balance due the auperiDtendent of last year, 
$58.32, and the superintendent's salary of last year, $50. 

A reasonable sum can be Judiciously expended in clearing and 
evening the grounds, and it has been suggested that it would be 
an improvement to make a more extended clearing of the under- 
brush. 

The park and adjacent grounds have been patronized by a 
lai^e number of visitors during the past year, and its advan- 
tages have evidently been fully appreciated.

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KEPORT OF THE CITY 80LICIT0H. 



To the City Council : 

At the April term, 1883, of the supreme court, the bill 
gainst John B. Giles was marked " neither part;," Giles pac- 
ing the coBta, and the city leasing the land occupied by the pro- 
JectioD of the corner of an elevated kitchen over the kit factory 
road, for a notoinal rent. 

The suit of Lydia W. Ctcmgh v. Concord, id which damages to 
the amount of t3,000 was claimed, has been settled by tbe city's 
paying $284 in full for damages and costs. 

The suit of WiUiam K. Norton v. Concord, in which damages 
to the amount of fliOOO were claimed, has been settled by the 
city's paying $197.50 in full for damages and costs. 

In the " Knibbs patent" suit, I have already explained that 
the five cities of New Hampshire had formed a combination for 
a common defence. The suit of Norton & a. v. Dover was tried 
in Portsmouth, in June, 1883, before a jury. The trial laated 
sixteen days, and resulted in a verdict for the defendants. As 
a consequence of the above trial, the suit of Marcus P. Norton, 
Trustee and Assignee in trust, & a. v. Concord has been nf>n- 
suited, and a full release given by the owners of the " Knibbs 
patent " to the city. 

As a full report of the receipts and expenditures in the trial 
would occupy too mnch space in this report, I will give only » 
few of tbe items. The whole amount collected of the five cities 
interested in this trial was $22,500, and of this sum Concord 
paid $2,857.14, or a little less than one eighth of the whole 
amount. The bills are not all in at the present time, but the in- 
dications are that when all have been settled there will be a 
small sum to pay hack to the cities, so that the figures given 
above will not be absolutely correct aa to the net expenses of 
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the defence. The defence wbb expeneiye, as yon will jodge by 
the above flgnree, bat we had our choice either to contest the 
anita, aa we did, for all they were worth, and pay the bills, or 
accede to the exorbitant demands of the owners of the patent. 
We chose the former alternative, and the result, I think, shows 
that we made no mistake. 

Mareh 5, 1S83, John P. Engel, of West Concord, eued the 
city for 140.53, as he allies, " for services and labor and use 
of team upon the highway from January 9, 1881, to February 
3, 1881, inclusive." The case was entered in court at the April 
term, and was referred to Joseph Barnard, of Hopkinton, N. 
H. It has not yet been tried, but will be soon. 

June 29, 1883, William Butterfield filed a petition in the sa< 
preme court, praying that he might be allowed to file ft claim 
f^ainst the city for damages, which he alleges be received by 
reason of a defect in the highway near the corner of Main street 
and Free Bridge road. The accident happened, as he alleges, 
on the 30th day of March, 1883, and he claims to have sustained 
severe Injuries, and fixes the amount of damages at (20,000. 

At the October term there was a hearing on the petition be- 
fore Judge Isaac W. Smith, and he decided that Mr. Butter&eld 
be allowed to file his claim. In this hearing, as in all hearings 
of this kind, all the facts are not inquired into, and the decision 
of the court does not turn upon the real merits of the case. The 
claim was filed, and on the 20th day of December he saed the 
city, claiming damages to the amount of 120,000. The case will 
be entered at the April term, 188i. 

The suits of Engel, and Buttcrfield v. Concord, are the only 
cases now in court in which the city is a party.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 



CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT. 



In compliance with an ordinance relating to the Fire Depart- 
ment, I herewith submit the anntial report, subjoiniDg a litit of 
fires and alarms, with losses and insurance, which has b^en coni' 
piled with much care, upon personal application to the parties 
insured, and after an examination of the records of the insur- 
Auce agencies in this city. 

COKDinON OF THE DEPAJtTHEMT. 

It gives me great satisfaction to note the discipline and gen- 
eral morale of the Department as excellent. The various oi^an- 
izations have all rendered cheerful service, aud have been 
prompt in the performance of their duties. The requirements of 
the rnles relating to absenteeism have been practically enforced, 
and readily complied with. Few changes in membership have 
■occurred, securing thereby the great advantages resulting from 
the employment of experienced men. No department can be 
«fflcient without a moderate discipline. It is desirable to the 
firemen themselves, and gives character and confidence to every 
one. 

The apparatus has all been tested at proper intervals, and its 
reliability and efficiency guaranteed. 

ENGINEERS. 

At my suggestion, the city government in January last re- 
duced the number of assistant engineers in the Precinct to 
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three, locating one member in each of the central wards, fonr, 
five, and six. The propriety of thie measare has beeo fully 
demonstrated by the year's experience. The engineers have de- 
voted much time to an inspection of all the large buildings aad 
dangerous localities in the city proper, and, where special occa- 
sion required, to others outside, thus preparing tliemselves bet- 
ter to meet the emei^enciee to which they are at all times liable. 



The Precinct Department has in use two thonsand feet fabric 
(Paragon) hose, and twenty-four hundred feet leather hose, — in 
all forty-four hundred feet. The fabric has been in use nearly 
three years, is in perfect condition, and will bear a pressnre of 
two hundred and fifty pounds to the inch, at least. The leather 
hose is older, dating back from seven to fifteen years, in various 
purchases. It was all proved in May last under a pressnre of 
one hundred pounds, but at this time it is not perfectly reliable, 
and is becoming daily less trustworthy. The four hose carriages 
in the Precinct Department each carry, for fire service, six hun- 
dred feet of hose, — two or three hundred feet of fabric, ready to 
be mn off first from the hydrant, and the balance of leather ; — 
in all, twenty-four hundred feet. In a large fire this Is all in 
use, and the reserve hose at the central station is not sufficient 
tor a full change. The Pioneer steamer has two hundred feet 
of fabric, and eleven hundred and fifty feet of leather hoee, «U 
two and one-half inch, and proved the same as that at the cen- 
tral station. The hand engines at East and West Concord are 
reasonably supplied, as in previous years, with two-inch hose. 
I would recommend the purchase at an early date of one thoa- 
saod feet two and one-half inch hose for the city proper and 
Penacook. 

The Concord and Northern Railroads, at my suggestion, hare 
each recently purchased four hundred and fifty feet new two 
and one-half inch hose, which, while supplying the ordinary de- 
mands of these corporations, affords incidental protection to tbe 
many large and valuable buildings contiguous to the tracks of 
these roads in the city, and, in an emei^ency, would aUo be 
available to a call of the Department. 
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KEW APPARATDS, ETC. 



DnriDg the year a new seconfl- class Amostceag steamer has sup- 
planted the old one (Gov. Hill), which was purchased in April, 
1862, and had beea in commission most of the time for a period of 
more than twentj-oae years. The old machine was a single pump, 
was heavy and unwieldy, and had become much worn. It was 
practically unaerrlceable. The cost of the exchange was $3,100 ; 
the list-price of the new steamer being $4,250. By your action 
it has received the name of its predecessor, a compliment I 
aincerely appreciate. The new steamer is held as a relief, and 
has been assigned to Eagle Hose Co. without additional expense 
for its maintenance. The steamer Kearsai^e, purchased in 
January, 1867, which, like its naval namesake, has earned for 
itself an eoviable repntation, after a continuous service of over six- 
teen years, was sent to the shops of the Manchester Locomotive 
Works, 1q the early part of the summer, for much needed repairs. 
These were made in a most complete manner at an expense of 
about $500, and on its return to us, the assurance was given that 
the machine was good for ten years more of active work. Tlie 
carri^e of the Good-Will Hose Co. has been remodelled by tjie 
Abbot-Downing Go. at an expense of $150, and has been much 
improved in strength, convenience, and appearance. A sled, 
arranged with hose-reel, &c., has also been furnished this com- 
pany, costing about $50. A new supply wagon and a supply 
sled for winter use have been purchased for the central station, 
at a cost of about $200. New fire suits for the men have beea 
provided at an expense of $112, and the old suits put in thorough 
repair. All these improvements, filling long-existing deflcien- 
cies, have added largely to the equipment of the Department, 
and will meet the demands of a number of future years. 

BXPBNDITURES, ETC. 

The expenditures for the Department in the year 1883 have 
been $15,009.23. They cover every bill which is known to 
exist, and embrace some items for the previous year. Of this sura, 
upwards of $4,000 is for extraordinary expenses, covering the 
purchase of new apparatus. Ac, as previously shown, reducing 
the actual running expenses to lest than $1 1 ,000. The pay-rolls 
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of the engineers and firemeo aggregate about $4,500 ; steward, 
assistant steward, and teamsters, $2,600; the balaace goes to 
maintenance of horaea, repaira of every nature, fuel, Hgbts, 
and numerous incidentals. These expenses seem large, but 
tbej do not compare unfavorablv witb tlioae of other New Eng- 
land cities. It is imperatively demanded that our Fire Depart- 
ment should be kept up to a reasonable standard of efficiency) 
and that there should be no step backward. All this iovolres 
expense, and yet, compared relatively with the amount paid in 
the great cities of the country, it is not large. Id these the 
maintenance of a single steamer involves yearly more than the 
entire expenditares of our Department. In the city of Phila- 
delphia, as shown in the report for 1883, the gross sam paid 
out for the support of the Fire Department, consisting of twen- 
entj-eight steamers and five hook and ladder companies, vaa 
$4S5,000 — an average of over $13,800 for each piece of appa- 
ratus. 



The Alert Hose Company, with characteristic enterprise, 
placed in their house early in the fall a new bose wa^on, mana- 
factured in this city by Messrs. W. S. Davis & Son, the latter, 
Mr. Charles A. Davis, being the foreman of the company. The 
expense of the wagon was $400, and was met by the memberB. 
It is the most perfect model for a hose wagon I have ever seen, 
and embodies very important improvements in the expeditioaa 
laying of lines of hose. I am of opinion that bose wagons of 
this description have great advantt^es over bose carriages 
which deliver their hose by means of a reel, and will eventually 
supersede them. The wagon of the Alert's reflects great credit 
upon its makers, in its substantial and elegant finish. I would 
recommend the purchase by the city of this new piece of appa* 
ratus and the placing of the carriage lately in use by the Alert 
Company with the Pioneer steamer at Penacook. A fire-ex- 
tinguisher, carried in this or some other hose wagon, would be 
found serviceable, and often save injury to property by avoiding 
the use of water at incipient fires in the upper stories of business 
blocks and elsewhere. 
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WATEE SCOOPS. 



At the fire id the fourth stor; of the Exchange Building, on 
the lat June, the use of a very considerable quautit; of water 
became necessary in its extinguishment. This vas taken up on 
the third Boor, hy members of the Hook and Ladder Company, 
with shovels, dust-pans, and tubs, belonging to families residing 
in the upper portion of the block, and thereby much damage 
avoided to merchandise, Ac, in the stories below. This led to 
the introduction of large flat scoops made of galvanized iron, 
similar to common dust-pans in form, with tops partly covered 
in. They have been attached to the Hook and Ladder truck, 
and, upon one or two occasions since, have proved very service- 
able. They have attracted much attention from visiting engi- 
neers and firemen, and elicited general commendation. 

FIBE STATION AUD HOSE-HOUSES. 

ThecantralstatioQ, which has been built eight years, is a model 
of taste, convenience, and order. A gentleman who has visited 
a great number of fire stations in the United States assures 
me that in its entire appointments it is not surpassed. The care 
of this BtatioQ, with the superintondence of the Sre alarm, is 
assigned to the steward, who, with his assistant, both living in 
the building, have discharged their duties in a very satisfactory 
manner. The Alert and Good-Will hose-houses have each re- 
ceived commendable attention by the stewards of their respec- 
tive companies. 

When I entered upon the duties of chief, I found the team- 
sters occupying tenements near the station, and passing their 
nights at their homes. This was hardly consistent with good 
discipline. I have required that they should sleep in the apart- 
ments provided in the building, each five nights in the week, 
alternating, under the direction of the steward. They at once 
complied, and we have now six of the seven cots filled every 
night, furnishing ample facilities for a quick response to alarms. 

FIRE ALARM. 

The fire alarm commends itself to every observant citizen, 
and, without doubt, has been the means of adding largely to the 
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efflcienoy of tbe Department ; but it is yet very f&r from being 
what it ought to be. The wires should form three circaits 
instead of two, as at present, and three or four additional boxes 
shonld be added at outlying points of the city. Tbe bells are 
insufQcient, both in size and material, and should be replaced 
with others of the best copper and tin alloy. I trust that an ad- 
vance may be made in this regard the coming year, and I am in 
strong hopes that private generosity may supply the bells, leav- 
ing to tbe city the accomplish me nt of the other requirements. 

Xew signals for the relief steamer and for a response to a call 
from outside tbe Precinct, have been adopted. These will be 
found in their appropriate place in another portion of this re- 
port. 

VTATER 8DPPLT. 

Since the second IS-inch main of the Water-Works was laid in 
the fall of 1S82, it has added very materially to a full supply 
for fire purposes. With the single old 14-incb main, when a 
large demand was made upon it by the use of five or six or 
more streams, the pressure on the main, standing at the Water 
offlce from 44 to 47 pounds, according to circumstances, was 
reduced to 28 and 35 pounds. Now this pressure is never cot 
down more than three or four pounds, and does not often fall 
below 43 pounds. Of course the hydrant streams have, corre* 
spondingly, been rendered more effective. Several new hydrants 
have been established, which are noted in the list of bydrants 
subjoined to this report. 

EXHIBinOM DRILL. 

On the eveoing of the 11th of July an exhibition drill of the 
Precinct Department was given, the demonstration having been 
made upon the blocks on the west side of North Main street, 
between Capitol and School streets. The companies are enti- 
tled to great credit for their quick response to the signal alarm, 
for the rapid placing of apparatus, aud running out their lioea of 
hose, the raising of ladders, and the cool and perfect perform- 
ance of every duty to which they were called. I am satisfied 
that these drills add to the proQciency of any department, and 
should be required at least twice a year. 
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FIItEUEH 8 RBLIEr ASSOCIATION. 



In the fall of this year the firemen of the Precinct took meaa- 
area for the organization of a Relief AssociatioD, which at the 
opening of the new year commenced its work. It has, at the 
start, an assured fund of over t700, and commends itself to 
the generosity of the public. 

CONBTRCCTION OF BDILDIMGS, FIRE-ESCAFES, ETC. 

At the suggestion of the board of engineers of this city, and 
with the concurrence of the city councils, a bill was prepared 
and presented at the June session of the legislature, rsgulating 
"the construction of buildings to be used for factories, hotels, 
tenement-houses, and places of public resort." This bill was 
referred to the House Judiciary Committee, and, after mature 
consideration and some changes, was enacted a law. It gives 
to the mayor and aldermen of cities, or the selectmen of towns, 
ample power to superintend, by themselves or their agents, the 
erection of all snch buildings, and to require ample facilities for 
entrance and exit, and for suitable fire-escapes ; and compels a 
proper observance regarding health and safety in their construc- 
tion. It further provides for the examination of buildings 
already erected, and the closing of the same if deemed unsafe. 
A penalty is prescribed for the letting of any such buildings 
after they have been declared unsafe. Engineers of cities and 
firewards of towns are constituted inspectors ; and power is given 
to cities and towns to make additional regulations at pleasure. 
An appeal to a justice of the supreme court is allowed to parties 
aggrieved. 

The necessity of this law has been forced upon ns by the fre- 
quent recurrence of appalling calamities throughout the world, 
resulting from fire or from panic, and the wisdom of its enact- 
ment is unquestioned. 

IMSDBAKCE. 

During the past year the associated insurance companies, hav- 
ing agencies here, have increased the rates on all buildings, and 
on merchandise, &c., therein, in the compact portion of the city, 
and on man u factories, stock, &c., with other extra hazardous 
property outside these limits, from twenty-five to fifty per 
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cent., or more. The rate on dneUings, generally, remains nn- 
changed. Aa to the justice or policy of this increase, the pub- 
lic can best form their onn conclnaiona. In 1869 the board of 
engineers investigated fully the matter aa to the amount an- 
nually paid in preminma for insurance in Concord, and it was 
well authenticated that the sum so paid was about $70,000. 
There has been a large decrease in insurance rates since that 
time, but the bueiDcss has as largely increased ; and it is a fair 
inference that the gross premiums are about the same. It has 
been admitted by underfcriters in this city that they are in 
excess of $60,0CO. Upon reference to the summary of fires and 
alarms appended to this report, it will be seen that the aggregate 
insurance paid in Concord for losses in 1883 was $11,276.77; 
but as this is not, perhaps, a fair average, I have taken from 
the repoi'ts of chief engineers the aggregate losses and insur- 
ance paid each year, commencing with 1873 (the date of the 
introduction of Long Pond water) , which I have tabulated as 
follows :

CHIEF engineer's REPORT. 159 

The average of inBuraace recovered, as shown above, is 
t20,80d.36 per aonum. It is claimed that the cost to iasurance 
compaoiea io the commisaionB of agents and in the general trans- 
action of business, is from 30 to 33 per cent, of the premiums. 
Allowing thia, and there ia still a proRt of an equal per cent. Od 
our business. It ia further claimed that for the paat year or two 
the companies have, in many cases, made comparatively small 
proSts. The difficulty does not rest with us. It cornea largely 
from careless inaurance, over insurance, and the carrying of 
risks in localities partially or wholly unprovided with means for 
the extinguiahment of fires. The cities of this state, with their 
excellent departments, and in our own caae, with a most abun- 
dant water-supply, should not be made to suffer from the large 
losses so often occuiTing in unprotected villages, or from the 
inaorance of hazardous mill property or dilapidated farm build- 
ings. Nor should we be forced to indemnify for the great 
conflagrations of the large cities of the country. Id any 
event, it does not aeem reaaonable to increaae the lately ez- 
iating rates so largely, — rates which have been fairly remunera- 
tive to the underwriters, and which our people have always 
cheerfully paid. 

IKCENDIARISU. 

It is gratifying to announce the fact that in no instance has & 
fire occurred, which, with good reason, could be attributed to in- 
cendiarism, with the exception of the bush-fire on the Plains, 
and thia was due, unquestionably, to heedlessness, with no ap- 
preciation of consequences. The village of Penacoob, where 
repeated incendiary attempts had caused great anxiety and even 
terror to its inhabitants, has rid itself of the fire fiend, and, in 
this reepect, has enjoyed perfect immunity with the rest of the 
city.

No city, l&rge or small, with compact buildings, either of 
wood, brick, or stone, is exempt from lai^e and oftentimes dev- 
astating firea. The best supplied departments, moat akilfully 
handled, are frequently powerless in the crisis of a great confla- 
gration. Our immunity has been exceedingly fortunate, and we 
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may hope with our iuexhanatible supply of water, running 
through and iuteraecting every street, and carried to our most 
extreme limits, and with ample equipment of telegraphic alarm, 
excellent apparatus, and well disciplined firemen, we may es- 
cape any future catastrophe. 

COHCLDStOM. 

I entered upon the duties of Chief Engineer with extreme re- 
luctance. The position ia one of much responaibility, detail, 
and care. I knew thia from a long continued previous service. 
I have been ably supported by officers and men in the Depart- 
ment, by the membera of the city government, and by the peo- 
ple of the city. For all this I am truly grateful, and beg to 
return my sincere aclinowledgmenta.

The losses by the large flres at the Union Steam MUis, and at 
Blancbard's and Holt's manufactories, form, by far, the greater 
portion of this aggregate, and, with the Plains Are, cover nine 
tenths of the whole, leaving the very inconsiderable sum of about 
$3,275 for all remaining losses.

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REGULATIONS 
CONCORD PRECINCT FIRE DEPARTMENT, 

AIK>FTKD BY TOE BOARD OF EXOIMBEBS, JANUARY, 1B74. 



Article 1. Any engine or hoae company, rDtining oat a line 
of hose from a hydrant or steamer, ehalt be entitled to tbe pipe, 
although the hose of other companies may be attached in order 
to reach the fire ; and any company coming to a fire, and find- 
ing an incomplete line of hose laid out from a hydrant or steamer, 
shall attach to and lengthen out such line, in lieu of laying a 
line of its own. 

AsT. 2. When two or more engine or hose companies are 
playing in a continuous tine, the pipe shall belong to the com- 
pany attaching to the hydrant or steamer, as provided in the 
foregoing article ; but any company furnishing the entire line, 
and receiving water from a steamer, the pipe shall belong to 
such company so receiving. 

Art. 3. Each engine and hose company shall have equal claim 
to the hydrants ; but it is enjoined upon the engine companies 
to draught their own water from a reservoir, wherever a suit- 
able one can be found within a reasonable distance. 

Art. 4. No company shall take possession of a hydrant or 
reservoir, unless their hose and apparatus for attaching to the 
same arc at hand and ready for use. The company which shall 
be thus ready shall be entitled to such hydrant or reservoir ; 
but, upon the order of an engineer, another company may attach 
a second line of hoae from snch hydrant or steamer, in case the 
same may be necessary, — such company having first laid its 
hose, and being ready to attach the same.' 
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Art. 5. In proceeding to, working at, or retiirDiog from fires, 
Doiey demonatrationB are atrictl; prohibited, and it is required 
of ofQcers of companies to maintain perfect order and decoTDm 
in their respective commands during all such service. 

Abt. 6. No company, while returning from a flre, will be 
allowed to proceed faster than a walk, aud at all times to keep 
on the right of the street. Drivers are strictly enjoined, in pro- 
ceeding to a fire, to use the utmost care and caution coDSiatent 
with promptness. Racing between companies is forbidden, 
under any circumstances. Any collision or casualty occurring 
to horses or apparatus will be considered a sufficient cause for 
the suspension of the driver in chaise at the time. 

Art. 7. No member of any compauy shall leave the city with- 
out first informing his foreman ; no foreman or assistant engin- 
eer, without first notifying the chief engineer,— in each case the 
party so leaving providing a substitute. 

Am. 8. In case of fire, the foreman first arriving shall be in 
command until the arrival of an engineer. 

Art. 9. Any order issued by the chief or an assistant en- 
gineer shall be promptly obeyed.

District 1. Embraces that section of the city north and west 
ofWasliington street, box 17 of this division being located on 
the south side of the street. 

Embraoes all between School and Weshingtoa 
streets. 

District 8. Embraces all between Pleasant and School streets. 

District 4. Embraces all south of Pleasant street.

FIRE-ALARM SIGNALS. 

1. Alarms rang in from boxes 41, 42, 43, 45, and 46 will not 
be responded to by the Alert Hose until signalled. The signal 
to proceed to the fire will be a second alarm ; the signal of dis- 
missal, thrM etrokea of the bells. 

2. Alarms rung in from boxes 15, 16, 17, 18, and 23 will not 
be responded to by Good-Will Hose until aignHlled. They will 
be governed by the same signals as the Alert Hjsc. 

3. Eleven conteculive strokes of the bells, fullowing any regu- 
lar box-alarm, or during any £re, is a call fur the relief steamer 
(Gov. Hill), and will be responded to by Eagle Hose, which baa 
that steamer in charge. The relief steamer will, however, re- 
spond to ih%JirBt alarm from box 7 (N. H. Asylum for Insane) 
without special call. 

4. Two rotinde of each deven strokes of the bells, with an in- 
termission of one minute between the rounds, withont any reg- 
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alar box alsmi, will eignalise the requirement of a steamer from 
oataide tlie Precinct, and will be responded to by Eearanrge and 
Eagle Hose oompanira alone. In case further aid ia necessary, 
the box alarm from 34 (Central Station) will follow. 

(These rounds of eleven strokeB, wliich are signals for the 
relief steamer, or a oatl from oat of town, mnst not be confound* 
ed with an alarm from private boxes 6, 6, or 7.) 



From the abore, it will be seen that the oompaniei are aab- 
jeot to calls as fullows : 

Kearaargt SUainef and Hote — To all calls except the relief 
steamer. 

Magle IToai — To alt oallti, including the relief. 

Hook and Laddisr — To box alarms only. 

Aivr% HoM — Tu box alarms only above Pleasant street, and 
upon aecond alarm to boxes below. 

Oood-'Wai Hot* — To box alarms only below Washington 
street, and upon second alarm to boxes above. 



THE FIRE-ALABM TELEOSAPH 

is the "Gamewell" patent. It embraces nine miles of wires on 
the main lines, and four miles of extension wires for call-bells. 

On the main line are eighteen fire-alarm boxes belonging to 
die city, and three private boxes, — in all, twenty-one. There 
are three alarm bells, — two of 2000 pounds each (American 
steel), and one of lOOO pounds (bell meial), with a tower striker 
to each. There are also one engine-house gong, three meohan- 
ioal tappers, one repeater, and three indicators. 

On the extension line are nine call-bells. 

The battery consists of seventy-five cnps for the main line, 
and five oupa for the extension. 

The alarm was put up in 1880 by Bdwin Ib^ers, 115 Goa- 
gresB street, Benton, Mass.
